WUWARA ELIYA, Island of Ceylon, March 
4—The trein that goes up country in the 
morning, up by ascending levels and curves 
and sigzags to the heightof Hatton, Naunoya, 
and Bandarawela, gives one such views out 
over valleys, tumbled ranges, and far peaks to 
the sea that one can hardly believe any way 
station could show him more. The railway 
ride up from. Colombo to Kandy is one of 
the most beautiful I know, and as one 
goes farther up from Kandy among the hills 
the views of the mountain country are fn- 
creasingly erander, wider, and more ex- 
tended. 

Near Nawalapitya there is one outlook ever 

teaclad hills, deep valleys, blue peaks, and 
distances of green plain to the sparkling 
sea that leaves one breathless. At this sea- 
son, too, all the ways are full of color and 
picturesqueness as the black and brown peo- 
ple goto and fro end crowd the trains going 
(owarés Adam's peak in the months of popu- 
jar pilgrimage to the shrine on its summit. 

The Buddhists believe that the Buddha, 
who’ came to the island in a great storm 
cloud, descended to leave the imprint of his 
foot on the summit of this sharp pointed 
peak that rises 3,000 feet steeply from the 
rolling hill country around it, and stands 
7.382 feet above the sea. The Hindoo Tamils 
believe that Siva stood there when he stirred 
the sea with his trideat, and the Moham- 
medans regard it with veneration as the place 
where Adam, the father of all mankind, 
rested his foot for a moment. 

The Portuguese for a time exalted the foot- 
print on the summit as the mark of the visit 
of St. Thomas, but that tradition is little re- 
ferred to now, and does not animate any pil- 
grims to toil to the pinnacle peak. ‘ 

From January until April, when the rains 
begin, or the monsoon bursts, as the phrase 
goes, the rest houses on the way and at the 
summit are kept open, and every day from 
100 to 300 pilgrims make the ascent—a pic- 
turesque company of-old and young, men and 
women, of Cingalese, Buddhists, Arab and

keluja’s Danks. There is a rest house where 
the European may find shelter and cheer, 

guides, ropes, and all the necessities for 

climbing, but before we could send word on 
for dinner and preparations the heavens 
opened as they had opened the day before, 
and the rain descended in floods. The next 
day the deluge was turnef on again at the 
same hour in the afternoon, and a third time 
it rained like June at a time when it should 
not have rained at all, when there were 
weeks of guaranteed, clear, calendar weather 
ahead. 

Adam’s peak is a hard piece of climbing, a 
sheer pleecé of physical exertion at its best, 
and dangerous enough to be let entirely alone 
in wet and slippery weathér. There are long 
stairways cut and built into the rock, holes 
eut and worn deep by climbers’ bare feet for 
centuries, and in places iron chains are rivet- 
ed‘to the face of the cliff, by which the 
climber hauls himself up over the crest. 
There are two routes of ascent, the one on 
the slope farthest from Hatton being by far

AT POLLS TODAY. 


Deneen and Lowden, Anti-Ma- 
chine and Machine Forces, 
Meet at Republican 
| Primaries. 
VITAL ISSUES AT STAK 


State’s Attorney’s Forces Confi- 
dent of Securing 400 Delegates 
and Control of County 

Convention. 


Chicago and Cook county republicans 
choose their political leaders and their can- 
didate for governor today from noon until 7 
o'clock this evening. Between those hours 
the polls for the primaries will be open and 
the republican voter will be given a chance 
to decide between the Lorimer-Jamieson ma- 
chine and the anti-machine elements sup- 
porting Charles 8. Deneen, and between Mr. 
Deneen and Frank O. Lowden as candidates 
for governor. 

With nothing remaining but to get the vote 
out, the Deneen managers ‘are confident in 
their claims of 400 state delegates from the 
county and of absolute control in the county 
convention. Lowden managers content: 
themselves with claiming a majority of the 
state delegates, carrying with it a continh- 
ance of Lorimer and Jamieson in power. 


What Victory Means to Deneen. 

Having 400 of Cook county's state dele- 
gates, Mr. Deneen will be put forward as the 
most promising and most formidable candi- 
date for governor in the fleld. With these 
delegates and his strength outside the county 
he will have more votes in the state conven- 
tion than Gov. Yates, who leads in instructed 
delegations at present. 

The machine in Chicago will not be thrown 
out without a severe struggle in many wards. 
Today's primaries are likely to be the most 
hotly contested in a majority of the districts 
that have been held in many years. In some 
the Deneen strength is so overwhelming that 
the Lowden opposition will be hardly more 
than perfunctory. In one ward, Chris Ma- 
mer’s, the Deneen people have realized the 
futility of a struggle. .

QUAY READY TO DIE.

Richmond, Va., May 5.—[Special.]—Dis-

Washington, D. C., May 5.—[Special.J— 
Senator Matthew Stanley Quay, one of the 
most picturesque figures in American poli- 
tics, an@ perhaps the most astute politician 
in the United States, is calmly and de- 
liberately making preparations for his death, 

For the last year the Pennsylvania boss 
has been failing in health and today he is 
so weak and emaciated that he realizes the 
end is not far distant. In the methodical 
manner characteristic of him he is arranging 
his business affairs, making provision for 
his friends, and securing appointments for 
his political followers. 

The utmost secrecy is observed regarding 
the malatly of Senator Quay, and even the 
name of his physician is concealed. He is. 
suffering with asthma and a serious liver 


complaint. ; 
Gives Up Active Politics. 


Since the extra session of congress con- 
vened Senator Quay has been unable to at- 
tend to his public duties, and last fall he 
turned over the management of political af- - 
fairs in Pennsylvania to Senator Penrose, 
who now is the active leader in the state, 
subject, of course, to the direction of Sena- 
tor Quay. Mr. Quay came to Washington 
soon after congress convened and remained 
here for some time, but he rarely appeared 
in the senate. In January he went to St. 
Lucie, his home in Florida, and remained 
there a month. He returned to Washington 
and was here a few days, but his condition 
was such that his appearance startled his 
friends; there was absolutely no improve- 
ment. 

Shortly after arriving here he collapsed, 
and there was grave fear the end was at, 
jand. He rallied, however, and has not been 
confined to his bed since that time and Is able 
to take short walks and drives. 


Parts with His Personal Secretary. 


One of the strongest indications of the fact 
tuat the senator is making preparations for 
the end is that he secured the appointment 
of his secretary, William F. Wright, as con- 
sul at Munich. Wright has been Senator 
Quay’s secretary for twelve years and the 
senator has never permitted him to leave 
him for any length of time. But he has now 
parted with him permanently. 

Senator Quay has been placed on a diet by 
his physician, as his stomach is so weak it 
will retain no nourishment. He rebels 
against restrictions placed upon him by his 
physicians. He is an inveterate smoker, and 
it is well known the senator Is in the habit 
of taking several drinks of wine and whisky 
every day. He has been restricted to one 
cigar and one drink, but in order to take full 
advantage of the privileges allowed him by 
his physician the senator purchases the big- 
gest cigar he can find and makes it last al! 
day. 

Senator Quay is an indomitable fighter, and 
he never has known defeat except when the 
senate declined to seat him after he had 
been appointed to that body by the governor 
ot Pennsylvania in 1999 after the legislature 
had been dead lock: ! during the entire ses-

Clean downtown strects, a tradition with 
the present generation, arc assured Chicago 
at last. The Commercial and Merchants’ 
clubs have taken up the work, and will 
raise a fund to begin the task of excavat- 
ing the business thoroughfares from under 
the many strata of mud and dirt that time 
and traffic have heaped upon them. The 
district to be cleaned extends from the river 
to Van Buren street and from the lake 
to the river. 

A fund of nearly $20,000 is in sight for 
the work. The Commercialk-club announces 
that it will duplicate any sum under $10,000 
which the Merchants’ club may raise for 
preliminary work in the cleaner city cam- 
paign. Once they have learned the advan- 
tage of swept, washed roadways, the busi- 
ness men are expected to take up the work 
and carry it on the year round, until muddy 
streets become a story of the grimy past. 


Clubs Prepare for the Work. 

The project is already well under way. A 
committee has been appointed by the Com- 
mercial club to take up various problems in 
connection with the enterprise. Secretary 
Chas. D. Norton of the Merchants’ club noti- 
fied the promoters yesterday that a joint com- 
mittee of five would be appointed soon to 


act in conjunction with the executive board. 


of the Commercial club. The five already 
appointed are: John.G. Shedd, Charles H. 
Wacker, John V. Farwell Jr., Joy Morton, 
and Benjamin Carpenter. 


Expert Will Superintend Work. 

The first step probably will be to engage 
the services of an engineer or sanitary ex- 
pert to compute the cost of flushing, sweep- 
ing, and otherwise cleaning the streets, and 
to decide on the best methods for various 
kinds of pavement. Several thousands of 
dollars will be needed to inaugurate the en- 
terprise, as a director of experience must 
be employed and a campaign of instruction 
started among property holders. 

Among the possibilities confronting the 
committee is to figure out the percentage 
of property owners, many of whom do not 
uge the ‘streets at all, nor contribute to the 
dirt, who may be exempt from paying an 
assessment. Rollin A. Keyes of the Com- 
mercial club stated yesterday that a num- 
ber of large firms were individually paying 
sums averaging $200 a year for cleaning 
the streets about their stores. “ For half 
this sum,” he said, ‘‘ the merchants acting 
together could agcomplish the same results. 


Even Van Buren to Be Cleaned. 
“We need an expert in this work,”’ con- 
tinued Mr. Keyes, “in order that it may be 
done honestly and economically. Young, 
energetic men will be employed. The ‘ man

ST. PETERSBURG, May 5.—This has been 


a day of all round emotions. Early in the 
morning the crowds around the official bul- 
letins read Gen. Kouropatkin’s admission 
that his losses in Sunday’s battle included 
about 2,000 dead and 800 wounded. The pub- 
lic here is strongly pessimistic and insists 
that the real number is being concealed, as 
are the reports that a large number of pris- 
oners have fallen into the hands of the 
Japanese. 

The sensation of the day was the arrival 
here of the Gensan telegram announcing that 
the Russian ships were supposed to be in col- 
lision with the Japanese ffeet off that port. 
Pendent to it, in the way of keeping popular 
emotion at the highest pitch of suspense, 
came a ten word laconic telegram dated at 
Port Arthur saying that the enemy had ap- 
peared on the horizon, probably for a fresh 
attack. 

Flurry on Stock Exchange. 

On the stock exchange rumors were rife 
of something further wrong, and simultane- 
ously heavy selling orders came from large 
banking establishments with the result the 
Russian 4s went down a point and a 
half. Then came a Berlin telegram saying 
that Japamhad bought eight transports from 
the Bremen line, not pleasant news. 

It appears now that the Russian troops 
were to have retired on the night after the 
day of the Japanese attack without inviting 
a fight, which was felt to be desperate and 
useless. The rapidity of the Japanese ad- 
Vance was unexpected. ~ 


Japs Can Do as They Please. 

The view is accepted in military circles 
that the Japanese will soon be able, profit- 
ing by the ease with which they can now 
bring supplies to the Yalu, to take one or

A dispatch from Port Arthur, today’s date, 
states that the Japanese fleet is cruising on 
the horizon and that a fresh attack was 
considered possible at any hour. It has been 
ascertained that twelve fireships took part 
in the latest attempt to block the channel. 
The positions in which eight were sunk 


-have been located. Two of them were un- 


able to withstand the terrific fire of the 
Russian batteries and retired. 


Japs Show Desperate Courage. 

PORT ARTHUR, May 5.—The Japanese 
displayed desperate courage in their fire- 
ship attack on the night of Tuesday. The 
ships as they approached were divided into 
three groups, all heading straight for the 
entrance of the harbor. While stili far from 
shore they ran on the Russian mines and 
they were under a murderous fire from the 
Russian batteries. Three torpedo boats fol- 
lowed the fireships to pick up the crews of 
the latter. 

When the first ship foundered the crew 
clambered up the mast, cheering for the 
emperor of Japan as they wentdown. From 
the masthead of the second vessel, as it 
began to sink, its crew waved lanterns to 
indicate its course to those astern. Their 
small boats, though soon riddled, did not 
raise the white flag. 


Dies Rather than Surrender. 

A: Japanese sailor, who came ashore. at 
Electric hill, when summoned to surrender, 
sprang forward with a revolver in his hand 
and died fighting. 

Another Japanese sailor who was pulled 
out of the water tried to throttle himself 
with his necktie. 

One of the Russian rowboats, which ap- 
proached a sinking ship for the purpose of 
saving its crew, was met by smallarm fire.

It is generally believed that the Japanese 
lost between 3,000 and 4,000 men. This be- 
lief is based upon reports of eye witnesses. 


Russians Not Discouraged. 


The Russian papers are sparing in their 
comment on the battle of Kiuliencheng, evi- 
dently awaiting more complete details, but 
what they say contains no trace of discour- 
agement. 

The Novoe Vremya says the days of pa- 
tience announced by Gen. Kouropatkin have 
now begun and declares that the Japanese 
difficulties will increase as they advance. 

The Viedmosti remarks: It isa Japanese 
victory. Do not let us seek for a scapegoat. 
It is the fortune of war. Glory to the dead 
and to the survivors of the heroic fight 
against overwhelming odds. But the Ja- 
panese probably would gladly exchange their 
dearly fought victory for a successful bot- 
tling up of Port Arthur.” 

The Novoe Vremya’s expert says the re- 
port of Maj. Gen. Kashtalinsky proves clear- 
ly that the Russians should have withdrawn 
during the night of April 30, and adds: 

*“ Kashtalinsky foredoomed them into de- 
struction. It was a miracle of heroism and 
fortitude that they escaped after staying and 
inflicting such tremendous losses on the 
enemy. 

“Gen. Kuroki probably has eight divisions 
available for an immediate advance. This 
force will be joined by Gen. Oku'sarmy when 
the latter is landed. The Japanese have 
every reason to follow the southern road, 
where they will have the advantage of the co- 
operation of their ships. The roads are less 
difficult and mountainous through the Feng- 
wangcheng district, but the Japanese must 
dispose of the Russian force at Fengwang- 
cheng before they cut off Liaotung.”’ 


Says Japs Will .Not Blunder. 

A high officer of the general staff, who does 
not believe the Japanese will make an im- 
mediate advance in Manchuria, said tonight: 

“ They are too careful to.commit such a 
blunder as to expose their flank to the Rus- 
sians stationed at Fengwangcheng. I think 
they will fortify their position at the Yalu, 
and may land troops at Takushan and hold 
the seashore, but in nowise will they advance 
across the Liaotung, where they might be 
taken on either flank by Gen. Kouropatkin 
from Liaoyang and Gen. Stoessel from the 
south,” 


CALL CHINA A POWDER MINE. 


Russians Watch Effect of War News on 
the Pekin Officials with Keen 
Apprehension. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 5.—The effect of 
the disaster to Russian arms on the Yalu 
upon the Chinese is being watched with con- 
siderable apprehension. 

The Pekin government, according to Rus- 
sian reports, seems to be acting in perfect 
good faith and insists that itis intent upon 
preserving neutrality. It is turning a deaf 
ear to the appeals of anti-Russian leaders, 
who want China to throw in her lot with 
Japan, and is doing all possible to suppress 
anti-foreign agitation among the people. 

Nevertheless, the Russian authorities re- 
gard China as a powder magazine. They 
realize the danger inherent in the situation 
and the necessity for constant pressure on 
the Pekin government.

Proposal of One Member to Send Them 
in Name of Italian Democracy Met 
by Suggestion That It Should Not Be 
Party Affair—President of Chamber 
Taunted with Having Once Kuelt 
Before the French Empire and of 
Now Doing Same to the Republic. 


ROME, May 5.—There was a lively scene 
in the chamber of deputies today, when Depu- 
ty Mirabelli, republican, proposed that 
greetings should be sent to President Loubet 
in the name of the Italian democracy. The 
president of the chamber, interrupting, said: 
‘A greeting should be sent to France in 
the name of the Italian parliament.” 

Sig. Mirabelli continued: ‘‘ Don’t change 
a national demonstration into a party dem- 
onstration. I speak in the name of the re- 
publicans.” 

The chamber broke into applause, which 
the president quieted. Premier Giolitti dis- 
approved of an attempt to have a national 
demonstration benefit a party, which, he 
said, represented the smallest portion of the 
Italian people. Sig. Mirabelli exclaimed: 
“You deny history. You knelt before the 
French empire and now kneel before the re- 
public.”’

WOMAN DEPIES A COURT. 


REFUSES TO ANSWER QUESTIONS 
ABOUT PLUMBING POOL. 


Mra. Jessie Kellogg, Paul Blatchford’s 
Stenographer, Causes a Lively Hear- 


sists That Her Replies Might In- 
criminate Her—Hugo V. Pribyl Telis 
How Combine Boycotted Charles 
Wesley’s Business. fag 


Mrs. Jesise Kellogg, stenographer for Paul 
Blatchford, the indicted secretary of the al- 
leged plumbing combine, created a etir in 
Justice Underwood’s court yesterday after- 
noon by declining to answer many of the 
questions put to her on the ground that she 
might incriminate herself. _ 

At one time, after her persistent refusal to 
reply to a question at the demand of the 
court, it looked as if she might be held in con- 
tempt. A modification. of the question 
breught an answer. 

Mrs, Kellogg, who is considered an im- 
portant witnessin the legal fight against the 
plumbers’ pool, disappeared after the indict- 
ment of Blatchford. A reward of $100 was 
offered for information as to her whereabouts 
by Charles F. Stoddard, who fe one of the 
leaders in the prosecution of Blatchford and 
his colleagues. After a search of seve 
weeks she wag located in Iowa. 


Declines to Answer Questions. 


“Did Paul Blatchford handle what ts 
known as the local price agreement?’ was 
one of the first questions put to Mrs. Kellogg. 

“I decline to answer on the ground thut 
I might tend to incriminate myself,” she 
replied. 

“Did you testify before the grand jury 
Te the business of Paul Blatchford?” 

This answer was wrung from the witness 
by Attorney Samuel J. Howe for the prose- 
cution only after strong objections by Attor- 
ney Moritz Rosenthal for the defense.

Attorney Howe brought out from the wit- 
ness that she assisted in the preparation of a 
book called “The Monitor,” which is said 
to have contained a list of firms blacklisted 
and boycotted by the pool, and which in re- 
vised form was sent to all the members of the 
pool each month. She testified that the Fed- 
eral company and the L. Wolff Manufactur- 
ing company were among those to which 
** The Monitor” was mailed. 


Tells of Combine’s Methods. 

Dr. Hugo V. Pribyl, son-in-law of Charles 
Wesley, a manufacturer of supplies at 3116 
South Canal street, testified that his father- 
in-law’s business had been boycotted by the 
association, and that Paul Blatchford had 
said he would raise the boycott and open the 
Chicago market to the goods of Mr. Wesley 
if the latter would sign an agreement to 
trade only with members of the association 
and not to violate the price agreement. 

It was brought out on the stand that 
Charles Wesley intends to start a suit against 
the pool for $50,000 damages.

“JOKER” AMENDMENT TO ORDI- 
NANCE IS PENDING. 


Change Would Give Prosecution of Of- 
' fenders to a Board of Three and Cur- 
of Inspector Schubert 
jection Will Be Made When the 
Measure Comes .Up in Committee— 


Crusade Planned to Begin in Stock- 
yards District. 


Following the revelations of inefficiency in 
the city smoke inspection force it has devel- 
oped that a movement is on foot seeking to. 
hamper still further the effort to eradicate 
the evil of soot. 

Although Chief Inspéctor Schubert insists 
that he is prosecuting the war on smoke as 
relentlessly as an inadequate force will per- 
mit, it appears that certain interests are bent 
on checking his power to bring offenders to 
account. In the files of the judiciary commit- 
tee of the city council reposes an innocent ap- 


amendment to the smoke ordinance. 
t 


was introduced by Ald. James J. (** Dad *’) 
McCormick of the Fifth ward, and provides 
that the prosecution of cases against viola- 
tors of the smoke ordinance be withdrawn 
from the powers of the smoke inspector and 
vested in the whole board of boiler and smoke 
inspection, which consists of three members. 
This would give Chief Boiler Inspector Bla- 
ney, head of the department, license to inter- 
fere in the prosecution of smoke offenders. 


Protest Will Be Made. 

The amendment was introduced April 25 
and referred to the judiciary committee, 
where it will.come up for a hearing within 
the next ten days. It is the intention of 
public organizations interested in the smoke 
war to send representatives to the commit- 
tee meeting to protest against a favorable 
report on the amendment. The manufac- 
turing interests are in favor of it. 

It is pointed out by the objectors that the 
amendment, as framed, favors the corpor- 
ations which have been fighting the smoke 
inspection department. If passed, it is as- 
serted, it will have the effect of lessening 
the number of prosecutions of offenders, 
which at present is limited only by the 
capacity of Mr. Schubert’s department to 
collect the evidence. He alone is respon- 
sible to the mayor for the enforcement of 
the ordinance. 


Point Out Queer Coincidence. 


It is pointed out as a coincidence that the 
amendment favoring the restriction of the 
enforcement of the law should have been 
proposed at this time when Inspector Schu- 
bert is planning his campaign, which, under 
the provisions of the new ordinance, he will 
launch July.t. The law gave the corpora- 
tions a year in which to install smoke con- 
suming devices, after the expiration of which 
time they will have no excuse for breaking 
the law. 

It recently developed that Inspector Schu- 
bert would begin his crusade in the stock- 
yards district, which heretofore has enjoyed 
practical immunity from molestations by the 
smoke inspector. The recalcitrance of the 
packers was revealed once in the bitter 
opposition of former Ald. McInerney to the 
new smoke ordinance. He declared the resi- 
dents of the stockyards district were in- 
ordinately fond of smoke. 


Blaney Favors Amendment. 

Chief Boiler Inspector Blaney, who is 
Smoke Inspector Schubert’s superior, is one 
of the supporters, if not the originator, of 
the amendment to mitigate the stringent pro- 
visions of the smoke ordinance. He resides 
in the Twenty-ninth ward, where Schubert's 
campaign will begin. The amendment is op- 
posed by both Inspector Schubert and George 
Dixon, who is the third membér of the board. 

A similar measure was before the judiciary 
committee a few months ago, and was ad- 


vocated by Blaney, but was placed on file |

FALLS FAR 70 HIS DEATH, 


YOUNG MAN TUMBLES 150 FEET 
AFTER CHEERS OF FRIENDS. 


Michael Tratcius of Steger Boasts That 
He Will Be First to Climb Great 
Tower Erected for Purpose of Pho- 
tographing Town—Nears Top, Hesi- 
tates, and Crashes Down—‘Breaks 
His Neck for It” in Sight of the 
Crowd. 

From a ladder 1530 feet up the side of a 
temporary tower just completed in Steger, 
Ill., Michael Trutcius fell to instant death. 
last might. Fifty fellow workmen in the 
Steger piano factory saw. him plunge to 
death. 

The tower had been erected for the use of 
a photographer in taking a birdseye view of 
the town. It was made of steel, in sections, 
and was more than 200 feet high. The piano 
makers were leaving work soon after the last. 
sections had been boltedtogether. Trutclius, 
who was 21 years old, had boasted: 

“Tll be the first person to climb that 
tower.” 

Repeating his declaration. he added: 
“I'll climb to the top if I break my neck 
for it.” 

His companions cheered him on, and he 
slowly climbed the wide ladder on the out- 
side. More and more haltingly he ascended, 
until, when 150 feet high, he stopped sud- 


denly, clung desperately, and fell. His neck 
was broken. 


THINK ONE KILLED ANOTHER. 


Persons at Inquest Hear Circumstantial 
Evidence Indicating Watchman Ac- 
cidentally Shot His Companion. 


That Arthur Clements was killed by a fel- 
low-watchman, Peter McGee, was indicated 
by circumstantial evidence yesterday at the 


‘coroners inquest in their cases and that of 


George Walsh, alleged thief. All died from 


wounds received in a battle April 23 at the 


stockyards. 

It was disclosed that Walsh, who previous- 
ly was thought to have killed Clements, nad 
no weapon. That found by his side when the 
other men arrived was identified by Clem- 
ents’ son as one carried by his father. It 
was of 32 caliber. The other, which McGee 
still held. when the police arrived, was iden- 
tifled by McGee’s son. It was of 38 caliber. 
Deputy Coroner’s Physician Lewke testified 
that Clements had been killed by a bulict 
from a 88 caliber revolver and that Walsh's 
four wounds and the one in McGee's side 
were made by bullets from a weapon of 32 
caliber. 

It is supposed that in the chase around 
freight cars McGee in the darkness thought 
Clements was Walsh or his companion. 

The verdict was that Clements and McGee 
had been killed by persons unknown to the 
jury and that Walsh had been killed by 
Clements and McGee in the discharge of 
their duty.

H. Ernst, United States Engineer 


Netifies Mayor That He Will Hear In,

The 
arguments of the city, as well as those of 
the Union Traction company and any other 
parties interested will be submitted to the 
engineer at a public hearing to be held 
May 18. Col. Ernst, in his call for the meet- 
ing, says: 

“TIT am required. by the chief of engineers 
to express an opinion as to what changes 
should be made in order. to remove the ob- 
structive character of the tunnels, and as 
to the time within which such changes should 
be completed. To enable me to reach a cor- 
rect conclusion upon the subject, there will 

@ public hearing at this office at 10 
a. m., May 18, at which all parties in inter- 
est will have an opportunity to be heard.” 


Wants Work Long Delayed. 


The city, in a brief being prepared by Cor- 
poration Counsel Tolman, will ask the engi- 
neer to delay the tunnel lowering as long as 
possible, on account of the bad condition of 
municipal finances. 

“Of course we shall lower the tunnels,”’ 
said Mayor Harrison, “ but we want time 
in which to scare up the necessary money. 
We haven't the money,-principally because 
the finance committee ignored my advice 
to make a specific appropriation for this 
purpose."’

TIAVEUS JORAT 


BUDA-PESTH, May 5.—Maurus Jokali, the 
Hungarian novelist, died this evening from 
inflammation of the lungs. He was 79 years 
of age. Maurus Jokai is known chiefly 
through his books, of which he wrote close 
to 300, most of them being novels. His 
career was an exciting one, and he in turn 
had been a student, a journalist,‘a reyolu- 
tionist, a statesman, and finally a peer of 
Hungary. He was born in Komarom in 
Hungary in 1825, and his first play written 
before he was 20 was recognized by the 
Hungarian academy. In 1848 he was active 
in revolutionary affairs, and_was repeated- 
ly impfisoned. In the samé@ year he was 
married to Rose Laborfalri, the greatest 
Hungarian actress, who was many years his 
senior. His first wife died in 1886, and when 
he was 75 years old he fell in love with an 
actress, Bella Nagy, who was then only 20 
years of age. The affair created a great 
sensation, and for a time resulted in the 
social ostracism of Hungary's favorite au- 
thor. A year or so after his marriage he 
permitted his young wife to return to the 
stage. It would be impossible here to recite 
a list of his works, but some of the titles 
may be given to show that Jokai was per- 
fectly modern in his thought, such as ‘“‘ Poor 
Rich Men,” ‘“ The World Turned Upside 
Down,”’ and “‘ The Romance of the Next 
Century.” During his career he was .the 
editor of many journals, and toward the 
end was at the head of the Magyar. Nation.

WASHIN GTON STATE DELEGATION 
CAPTURED BY CONGRESSMAN. 


Opposition Makes Feeble Fight Against 


Him, but Succeeds in Heading Off 
Specific Resolutions for Him—Seven 
of the Delegates Are His Men, and as 
Unit Rule Is Ordered He Will Secure 
the Full Strength of the State in the 
St. Louis Convention. 


Olympia, Wash., May 5.—[Special.]—The 
net result of the democratic convention here 
is ten votes for Hearst,*the affirmation of 
the national platforms of 1896 and 1900 as 
applicable to present conditions, instruction 
to vote asa unit and only for a presidential 
candidate in sympathy with those platforms 
and for ex-Senator George Turner of this 
state for vice president. 

A specific instruction for Hearst was not 
insisted upon, but seven strong Hearst men 
were elected, and three for Parker or Mc- 
Clellan, but all to vote as a unit and there- 
fore for Hearst. @ 


Hearst Always in Majority. 


Turner surrendered for the sake of the in- 
dorsement. He sat in the convention, but 
#nade no speech. Upon the permanent organ- 
ization the test vote for chairman gave 
Hearst twenty-three majority. Upon the 
election, of delegates many of the Hearst men 
voted for -three of the opposition, Cole, Ho- 
gan, and Gilman,and seven of their own men, 
giving all ten a large majofity. 

When the Hearst men found that the unit 
rule instruction in the platform was passed 
without opposition the separate Hearst reso- 
lution was only hinted at and not presented, 
but it was.ready for use in the event the 
Turner men did not behave.themselves. 

Turner personally asked the withholding of 
‘the resolution. 


No Cheers for Parker. 


The names of Hearst and Bryan were 
cheered, and the mention of Parker's name 
was received in absolute silence. The dele- 
gates are Terry and Gilman of Seattle, Ho- 
gan of Spokane, Cole of Tacoma, Million of 
Mount Vernon, Starr of Waterville, Godman 
of Dayton, Splawn of North Yakima, Black- 
man of Snohomish, and Byham of Van- 
couver. 

By acclamation a Hearst slate of ten alter- 
nates went through. Judge Tarpey of Ala- 
meda, Cal., was present and led the Hearst 
men. Delegate Gilman is J. J. Hill's attor- 
ney at Seattle, but his hands are tied.

“ It is a condition which confronts us,”’ con- 
tinued the county treasurer, ‘‘ and we must 
deal with it for the party’s good.

In shaping up their plans for harmonizing 
the extremists the argument used was that 
delegates from such wards as the First, 
Second, Fourth, Fifth, Ninth, Tenth, Elev- 
enth, Twelfth, Twentieth, Thirty-fourth, and 
Thirty-fifth, elected on the Lowden or ma- 
chine tickets would, if given an opportunity, 
try to punish certain anti-machine fighters 
by refusing to give them a place on the coun- 
ty ticket; that the delegats from these wards 
and from others like the Sixth, Seventh, 
Twenty-fifth, and Twenty-sixth, elected on 
the Deneen tickets, would insist upon ignor- 
ing the Lorimer-Jamieson following entire- 
ly by defeating every one of its candidates. 

The combination, with 350 delegates, will 
pursue the middle course and endeavor to 
pacify every one. There will be 1,089 dele- 
gates in the convention. The estimates, 
based on reports made by ward workers, 
show that the forces behind Mr, Deneen in 
the fight will come in with approximately 
650. This calculation gives the opposition 
389. That Lorimer and Jamieson will be in 
the minority is the forgone conclusion of 
politicians. It practically is settled, it is 
declared, that neither of these old time bosses

Consummation of Plans Agreed On. 


This new combination is, in part, a further 
consummation of plans agreed on last sum- 
mer just after the judicial election. This 
was, in substance, that one man leadership 
should be done away with and the party or- 
ganization placed in the hands, for manage- 
ment, of a group of leaders consisting of one 
or more from each ward and six from the 
country towns. 

The new plan will be tried tonight. After 
the returns are inand the result known there 
will be a caucus to make up a slate for the 
convention. Each delegation will be expect- 
ed to send one or tworepresentatives. ‘T"here 
is where the real test of strength probably 
will be shown, 


Candidates Are Under Cover. 


So far as the official announcement goes 
there are no candidates. It was suggested 
that this would enable the caucus to make 
selections without a fight. It is understood, 
however, that several aspirants will an- 
nounce themselves tomorrow morning and 
insist on being given a chance in the con- 
vention. John A. Heusner of the Second 
ward has informed his friends that he wants 
the nomination for recorder. He is conduct- 
ing a campaign in his own and adjoining 
wards, and his friends are doing what they 
can to further his interest. 

It is known, too, that nearly all the present 
incumbents hope to be renominated and that 
the principal aspirants for state's attorney 
are A. C. Barnes, John J. eety. and John 
F. Smulski.

While 200 delegates waved hats and hand- 
kerchiefs and shouted themselves hoarse, 
the socialist national convention yesterday 
afternoon nominated Eugene V. Debs of In- 
diana as president of the United States. The 
scene was repeated on the unanimous nomi- 
nation of Benjamin Hanford of New York 
as Debs’ running mate. 

The platform adopted earlier in the ses- 
sion in Brand's hall is a document of five 
paragraphs, prepared mainly by Prof. 
George. D..Herron. It declares that: 

“We, the socialist party, make our appeal 
to the American peoplé as the defender and 
preserver of the idea of liberty and self-gov- 
ernment. To this idea the republican and 


democratic parties are false. They struggle. 


to maintain an industrial system which can 
be preserved only by the complete overthrow 
of such liberties as we already have, and by 
the still further enslavement and degrada- 
tion of labor.’’ 

The platform concludes with a declaration 
in favor of common ownership of public 
utilities, to the end of establishing a social- 
ist society based on’ the common ownership 
of-all the means: of production and distribu- 
tion. 

A resolution declares that the “ labor union 
movement is a’ weapon to protect the class 
interests of labor under the capitalistic sys- 
tem,” that the socialist party is the political 
party of the working class, and that it is 
imperative for labor unions to equip their 
members with socialist doctrine, in order to 
prepare for the overthrow of the wage sys- 
tem.

Disappear—Tells of Most Unpleasant 


While Attempting to Sing “The Star 
Spangled Banner”’—Enthusiasm an 
Aid to Theatrical Profession—Anec- 
dotes to Entertain Collegians,. 


New Haven, Conn., May 5.—[Special.]— 
Joseph Jefferson answered a voiley of Yale 
questions about the drama and himself this 
afternoon. He said: 

“The public will not let the drama dis- 
appear.

The leading 
lady had a crown on her head and a flag in her 
hand and I was to stand beside her and sing. 
My mother stood in the wings, and whether 
she or 1 trembled the more I could not tell, 
but L broke down. I started, ‘ O, say, can you 
see.” Three times I started and that was as 
far as 1 got. There the audience began to 
hiss, and they hissed me off the stage for the 
only time in my life. If you never had stage 
fright the next worse thing is being hissed 
off the stage.”’ 

Enthusiasm Aids Actor. 

Mr. Jefferson opened his series of remi- 
niscences and anecdotes by commenting ©6n 
the enthusiasm of the students. 

“If that were the applause heard in the- 
aters, its earnestness: would make the acting 
much better. When I think of this enthusi- 
aem I am reminded of the illness of Deacon 
Jones. There was such excitement of the 
village when he was taken ill that bulletins 
were put out. They read as follows: 

**10 p. m.—Deacon Jones sick.’

Since her adoption of the faith her neigh- 
bors had seen little of Miss Ruesse and her 
apparent illness was the subject of remark. 
For three days none of her neighbors had 
seen her and last night her friend and neigh- 
bor, Dr. Mary E. Harper, 4101 Grand boule- 
vard, became alarmed and started an in- 
vestigation. - She was found lying in the 
hall of her residence almost unconscious and 
delirious. 


Talks in Her Delirium. 


It was impossible at first to determine the 
cause of her illness. At length, in her half 
delirous mutterings, she disclosed the fact 
that she had eaten no substantial food for 
more than twenty days. An ambulance 
Was summoned and the police notified. Ata 
late hour it was believed she would recover. 

In searching through her effects the police 
say they found several letters written to her 
by the teacher of the cult, but refused to dis- 
close their contents.

MONEY MOST AID BIBLE. 


SECRETARY OF LEAGUE SAYS IT 
IS NEEDED TO FIGHT CRITICS. , 


In Closing Address of Conference Dr. 
Gregory Declares Enemies Are Us- 
ing Great Sums Supplied by Persons 
Who Came by Them in Shady Ways 
~Millions Applied -to Subsidizing 
Publishers of So-Called Dictionaries 
~—Plan of Campaign. 


New York, May 5.—[Special.]—The Rev. 
Daniel S. Gregory, general secretary of the 
Bible league, in addressing the closing meet- 
ing of the Bible league convention in the 
Marble Collegiate church today, advocated 
the use of money as well as brains to fight 
** higher critics "’ of the bible. 

Dr. Gregory, speaking on the day’s theme, 
“The Method Proposed by the League for 
Remedying the Evils,” said: 

“Destructive critics have been at their 
work with perfect generalship and have 
pushed their work with millions. Those 
millions have been put in their hands by 
those who made the millions, we believe, in 
a shady way. They have subsidized the 
great publishing houses, and every artifice 
of latter day business life is at their service. 

* Prof. Drew of the seminary told me how 
their so-called bible dictionaries are put into 
the hands of theological students. Such dic- 
tionaries and encyclopedias are put forth 
with great pretensions to scholarship by 
their authors. Students are told they cannot 
do without such volumes. ‘ But I can't af- 
ford them,’ the students say. 


Time Payments for Students. 

** But you cannot afford to be without 
them,’ answer the publisher's agents. 
‘Take them and pay $1 a month.’ And so 
those works get into the hands of young 
ministers and are with them in their theo- 
logical delvings. 

“One of the details of our plan of campaign 
against the destructive critics is to builda 
great bible dictionary and encyclopedia— 
something that will distance all previous at- 
tempts of the kind, something that will carry 
assurances of conservative scholarship to 
those who are studying the bible and want 
such aid as a dictionary and encyclopedia 
can give them. Our plan of campaign is 
made up of three movements—a literary 
educational propaganda, international or- 
ganization, and conservative believers. 


Need $100,000 for the Fight. 

* As our friends, the enemy, are using 
business methods, organization, and schol- 
arship in pushing destructive criticism we 
must use equally effective methods to coun- 


| teract them. We will need $100,000 for this 


work. So far, one man has borne the bur- 
den of this fight.’’ 

The man referred to by Dr. Gregory is 
Willlam Phillips Hall, a millionaire railroad 
man, head of the Hall Signal Manufacturing 
concern. He {ts known as the businéss man 
evangelist. 

William Phillips Hall, who presided over 
the congress, said that in the light of the 
success of the gathering about to close it 
had been decided to hold another congress 
in the fall or early winter. 

Invitations have been received from Chi- 
cago, Boston, St. Louis, and other cities to 
hold meetings there, but the time is too 
short now to prepare a proper program. 


FAVOR BIBLE STUDY CREDIT.

ASKS COMPROMISE 
AMUSEMENTS. 


Bishop Foss, at Methodist Con- 
_ference, Urges Change 
in Discipline. 


‘NEGRO BISHOP UNLIKELY. 


Cool Reception Given to a Pro- 
posal That Color Line Be 


Recognized. 


{BY THE REV. CHARLES M. STUART.] 

Los Angeles, Cal., May 5.—[{Special.]|—The 
interesting feature of the episcopal address 
to the general conference by Bishop Cyrus 
D. Foss was its deliverance on the amuse- 
ment question. The statement was simple 
and explicit. If the suggestion of the ad- 
dress is followed the present paragraph in 
the discipline will be remodeled and inserted 
as advisory, while supplementary legisla- 
tion will be enacted for those openly and fla- 
grantly disregarding the advice. 

By such action the church will maintain 
its present attitude towards the amusement 
question, while at the same time removing 
the objectionable statutory character of the 
existing disciplinary provision. Apart from 
this the address was not remarkable, Its 
deliverance on the subject of biblical criti- 
cism was distinctly disappointing. © The 
genius of it was embodied in the quotable but 
somewhat pointless exhortation to preach- 
ers to preach the word and not their doubts 
about the word. 


Social Questions Touched Upon. 

The social and economic {ssues which have 
bulked largely in public attention were all 
touched upon, but only in the most general 
sort of way. On the perfectly obvious issues 
of temperance, divorce, righteous dealing 
with the negro, Mormonism, and unscrupu- 
lous labor and capital, the declarations were 


sound enough, but as a whole the address 


was almost featureless and was redeemed 
— by the straightforwardness of its Eng- 


In its review of the progress of Methodism 
during the quadrennium the growth of mem- 
bership was characterized as steady and 
healthful, but not rapid. The total mem- 
bership is reported as a little over 3,000,000, 
an increase of less than 5 per cent in four 
years. 

The address revived some memories of the 
last general conference in its expression of 
the belief that a bishop ought to have the 
right of defending himself before the general 
conference from attacks upon his admin- 
istration. The declaration was received with 
applause. 

Another deliverance of the address was 
generally approved. It is well known that 
the American university at Washington, 
D. C., has been a bone of contention-among 
the Methodist educators for years. It is the 
only institution of the kind in the church re- 
ceiving the specific indorsement of the gen- 
eral conference. By virtue of this indorse- 
ment it secures a right of appeal to the whole 
church for support. 


Consolidation of Boards Favored. 


Perhaps the most radical suggestion of the 
address is its recommendation for a reor- 
ganization and consolidation of the benev-¢ 
olent boards. On the subject of church fed- 
eration the address commended heartily the 
union with the. Methodist Rpiscopal church 
south and the publication of a joint hymnal, 
catechism and order of public worship, and 
suggested that conditions might be agreed 
upon whereby the two churches could ar- 
range for mutual exchange of ministers. 

At the afternoon session a motion to con- 
sider the advisability of electing a negro 
bishop brought out the fact that the present 
general conference does not propose to em- 
phasize the color line In this way. 

At the last general conference the ‘idea was 
entertained, and one colored delegate re- 
ceived a large complimentary vote, the sec- 
ond ballot showing how artificial the senti- 
ment about it really was. The present con- 
ference heard the Rev. George Elliott’s elo- 
quent plea for the motion with but small 
enthusiasm, and after a conclusive reply 
from Charles P. McClelland of New York 
sent it to the table. 

There was more than ordinary interest ex- 
hibited In the organization of the standing 
committees today. Some ardent reformers 
were desirous of being in charge of the com- 
mittee whose work affects most largely the 
legislation of the church. The contest was 
brief and the outcome entirely without sen- 
sational features. Dr. Buckley of New York 
was made chairman of the committee on 
episcopacy, on which commiitee he has 
served for many years, and almost always 
as chairman. 


Norcross Secures Chairmanship. 

The Rev. A. H. Norcross of the Ohio con- 
ference was made chairman of the commit- 

e. whose report is always looked for as an 
event promising lively debate. President 
Little of Garrett Biblical institute was made 
chairman of the committee on revisals, and 
Dr. James M. King of Philadelphia chair- 
man of the committee on state of the church, 
which handles the issue bearing upon society 
and economics... The committee on Epworth 
league will be under the chairmanship of the 
Rev. Matt 8. Hughes of Kansas City, and 
the Committee on education will have as 
chairman President Bridgman .of Hamline 
university. J. W. Bashford its chairman of 
the committee on book concerns. 


NOTES OF THE CONFERENCE.

merly occupied by the Los Angeles chamber 
of commerce, was opened yesterday. It shows 
in detail the magnitude of the Methodist prop- 
aganda. The exhibit is under the supervision 
of Secretary S. Earl Taylor of the open door 
emergency committee.

week. As there are between'sixty and sev- 
‘ety gamés every Sunday, most of them 
well attended, the “ motal crusade” which 
has beén started lias caused no little com- 
motion imthe community and set everybody 
a0 arguing the old question whether the 
Babbath was made for man or man for the 
Sabbath. 

The players and lovers of baseball are

He said. that parents 
would much rather know that their grown 
sons were at a ball game or golf game on 
Sunday than not know where they were, 
and ended with the statement that “the 
Anglo-Saxon sheds statutes which grow ob- 
golete and obnoxious the same as a snake 
sheds his skin.” 

It Js often the case that complaints of 
Snfractions of the Sunday laws are made 
by “persons who cannot see .or.hear the 


amusements they complain of, and whose re-. 


ligious repose or Sunday quiet is not dis- 
4turbed by them in the slightest degree. They 
simply dislike to haye others enjoy them-

LORIMER AND JAMIESON! 

It is impossible in this campaign to dis- 
sever the cause of Lowden from the cause 
of Lorimer and Jamieson. The fortunes of 
the three are inextricably intertwined, 
They have themselves chosen to stand or 
fall together. 

If Lowden wins, Lorimer and Jamieson 
win.

This is not surmise, hypothesis, nor con- 
tention.

The delegates 
who are for Lowden were named by Lori- 
mer and Jamieson. The campaign of Low- 
den is being managed by Lorimer and Ja- 
mieson. The campaign funds, which were 
furnished by Lowden, are being disbursed 
by Lorimer and Jamieson. 

Lowden says he wants merely to be gov- 
ernor, that he would be a good governor, 
that no man could induce him to violate his 
oath of office. Lowden also acknowledges 
that Deneen would be a good governor. In 
fact, it would not be far out of the way to 
say that at least in the first part of the term 
Deneen probably: would more effective 
governor than Lowden, for Deneen has had 
a long and creditable experience in public 
affairs, while Lowden has had no experi- 
ence at all. It is customary, other things 
being equal between two applicants for a 
highly responsible and important position, 
to chooge the applicant who has had expe- 
rience in preference to the applicant who 
has had none. 

But the relative desirability of Messrs. 
Deneen and Lowden for the governorship 
is only the supérficial aspect of the present 
contest. Lowden may be running for the 
governorship; at the same time, and on the 
same ticket, Lorimer and Jamieson are run- 
ning for the legislature, the drainage board, 
state’s attorney, board of review, board of 
assessors, positions on the Superior court 
bench, recorder, coroner, and county com- 
mig¢sionerships. 

If Lowden gets the guberbatorial dele- 
gates, Lorimer and Jamieson will get the 
delegates for these other offices—as Lowden 
himgelf acknowledges. 

Lowden’s victory will mean more power 
for Lorimer and Jamieson. More power 
for Lorimer and Jameson means more ex- 
ploitation of this community—more gas 


frontage and gas consolidation bills, more. 


Allen bills, no civil service, no primary re- 
form, more fat plastering contracts from 
state institutions, more fat coal contracts 
from county institutions, more fat dredg- 
ing contracts from the drainage board, more 
Hanecys, more Bradens, Nohes, 
Glades, Cayanaghs, more Millers as speak- 
ers of the Illinois house, more Lindlys and 
Wheelers as chairmen of important com- 
mittees, more world’s fair concessions for 
Lorimer and Magerstadt.

HAMMOND’S ALLEN LAW. 

Last winter the Hammond (Ind.) council 
passed ap ordinance giving a traction com- 
pany the exclusive right to the use of a 
number of important streets for the next 
fifty years. The citizens denounced the 
ordinance, and begged the mayor to veto it. 
He would not do so, and the traction com- 
pany has valuable exclusive privileges for 
which it has given the city next to nothing. 

Wednesday a municipal election was held 
at Hammond. The mayor, who was a can- 
didate for reélection, was defeated by a 
democrat in a town which usually is good 
for 300 republican majority. Five aldermen 
who had voted for the objectionable ordi- 
nance and who asked their constituents for 
a vote of confidence were defeated. 

The voters, have thrown out of office the 
men whose acts they disapprove of, but 
the acts cannot be canceled. The fifty 
year ordinance remains in force. The con- 
clusion to be drawn is that a little more care 
should be exercised in the choice of officials, 
It does take more time to discover trust- 
worthy men than it does to make haphazard 
selections in the blind hope that they will 


i turn out well. 


If the voters are not willing to go to the 
trouble of selecting good mayors and alder- 
men they ought to secure for themselves 
the right to pass on ordinances which give. 
away Valuable municipal rights for long 
periods. If the people of Hammond had had 
a chance to yote on the fifty year ordinance 


‘it would have been rejected. They did not 


have that chance and the untrustworthy 
officials they elected have delivered them to 
the tender mercies of a traction company. 
The éfficials are politically dead, but the 
evil they did lives after them. 


AN UNFORTUNATE SENTIMENT. 


A citizen who does not take himself too: 


seriously, because he subscribes himself 
The Sentimentalist, has written h lachry- 
mose protest against the ruthless encroach- 
ment upon what he terms “ vistas ” by the 
modern skyscraper. This individual, who 
might better be termed the “ sensitive per- 
son,” because of a fancied analogy to Shel- 
ley’s Sensitive Plant, bewails in particu- 
lar the loss to the eye of the postoffice dome, 
which he attributes to “ the tyranny of the 
modern. building.”

LETTER OF MAROUISE DE FONTENDY | 


By the Marquise de Fontenoy. 


BIZED by the police at the moment 
when he was setting foot on board the 
Transatlantic liner,at Antwerp that 
was to convey to this country, 
ex-Crown Princess Stephanie's pri- 

vate secretary, a young Hungarian of the 
name of Gezz Koemioes, of good family, was 
found with his trunks containing a large 
portion of her jewelry, a quantity of valua- 
ble laces presented to her at the time of her 
marriage to Crown Prince Rudolph, and 
all sorts of letters and documents of a confi- 
dential character belonging to the princess, 
and by means of which he probably hoped 
when once establi§hed in America not only 
to prevent his former employer from de- 
manding his extradition but likewise to use 
sei the purpose of extorting money from 
er, 

While Stephanie has doubtless been grati- 
fied to learn that her jewels have been re- 
covered, it may be questioned whether she 
will be wholly pleased by the knowledge that 
most of her private papers are now in the 
hands of the officers of that king whom she 
has recently been suing in the Belgian courts 
with so much bitterness, and while they will 
probably. be turned over to the Hungarian 
authorities along with the other stolen prop- 
erty and with the prisoner himself, the ar- 
rest having been made at the request of the 
police at Buda-Pesth, Stephanie will never 
be sure ap to whether or not copies, photo- 
graphic and otherwise, have been taken of 
her papers while in the hands of the Belgian 
officials at Antwerp. 

The man’s trial] at Pesth promises to prove 
of a sensational character, unless he can be 
induced to waive all defense and to plead 
guilty. For the ex-crown princess, who now 
no longer enjoys in Austria any of the pre- 
rogatives either of an Austrian archduchess 
or of a foreign princess of the blood, and 
who ranks merely as a Hungarian woman of 
the minor aristocracy, will be obliged, in case 
her secretary makes any defense, to ap- 
pear in court In person as an ordinary citizen 
and to submit to all the indignities of cross 
examination, which is likely to prove of a 
cruel character. For in Hungary the 
memory of Crown Prince Rudolph is held 
too dear to admit of any good will being ac- 
corded to his widow, who is regarded as hav- 
ing contributed to the domestic unhappi- 
ness which culminated in the tragedy of 
Meyerling. 

Stephanie is certainly unfortunate in her 
private secretaries. For a year or so ago 
she had another one who distinguished him- 
self by giving a statement to the press in 
her name, In which so cruel a slur was placed 
upon the memory of Crown Prince Rudolph 
that it aroused universal indignation 
throughout Austria and Hungary. 


While on the subject of Hungary it may 
be as well to state that the assertion con- 
tained in a novel just published, dealing with 
Emperor Francis Joseph, to the effect that 
he is unable to speak or understand Hun- 
garian, is altogether wrong. The aged mon- 
arch speaks the Magyar language with the 


{| utmost fluency and grace, and acquired the 


language prior to the accession to the throne, 
and is noted as being the first of the Haps- 
burg rulers of Hungary who has paid his 
Magyar subjects the compliment of acquir- 
ing their tongue. He also speaks Bohemian, 
as well as several other of the languages 
and dialects of his polyglot empire. His 
predecessors used either German or Latin in 
eeaie intercourse with their Hungarian sub- 
ects. 


Toys play no inconsiderable part in inter- 
national relations. The magnificent toys 
which President Faure presented to the chil- 
dren of the emperor and empress of Russia 
on the occasion of his visit to St. Peters- 
burg and the delight which they afforded to 
the little grandduchesses contributed to in- 
crease the good will of their parents towards 
the chief magistrate of France, and inci- 
dentally towards the alliance with his coun- 
try. Following the example of Faure, Presi- 
dent Loubet, when hein turn went to Russia, 
carried with him-an even still more mar- 
velous selection of French toys for the 
young Grandduchess Olga and her sisters, 
and now I learn that comprised in the bag- 
gage which he took with him to Rome the 
other day were no less than five big pack- 
ing cases of toys for the young Princesses 
Yolande and Mafalda, the feature of the lot 
being an entire dining room set and kitchen, 
which, though in the nature of a doll's house. 
have nevertheless chairs dnd benches of 
sufficient size to seat the little princesses. 

The cupboards of the dining room are filled 
with the necessary table linen, all beauti- 
fully embroidered with the monogram and 
crown of Princess Yolande. The table silver 
and dishes, etc., are engraved in the*same 
way, while the pretty china is decorated in 
an analogous manner. Dining room and 
kitchen are of the Normandy style, and as 
the presiding genius thereof, is a huge doll, as 
big as Princess Yolande herself, in the full 
costume of a Normandy peasant with jew- 
elry and gold ornaments complete, and able 
to say a few words. This doll is seated on a 
toy horse, as if going to market, and the 
market baskétson either side of the toy steed 
are filled with more toys of every conceivable 
character. 

It will be a long time before the memory of. 
good old President Loubet fadesin the minds 
of little Princess Yolande and of her sister, 
and no matter what may happen ina political 
pense, the party which is in favor of a close 
understanding between Italy and France 
will always be able to count upon vigorous 
support and even championship of its cause 
in the royal nursery at the quirinal. 


Much anxiety was entertained during the 
stay in Rome of President Loubet as to the 
possibility of his paying a visit to the great 
basilica of the Lateran. For ever since the 
reign of King Louis XI. the ruler of France 
has always been ex-officio not only the senior 
canon of the Lateran but likewise the pro- 
tector of the chapter of the cathedral, andas 
such entitled within its precincts to the first 
place after the pope, and superior even to the 
cardinal arch priest of the basilica. Had 
President Loubet presented hi if at the 
Lateran, the cardinal and the chapter would 
have been obliged to receive him with«the 
most extraordinary honors, and had a mass 
been celebrated during his presence there ‘he 
would have been entitled to occupy a great 
red and gold throne within the sanctuary, 
and to be attended in the same way as a 
cardinal by minor prelates, clergy, and aco- 
lytes, bearing candles, incense, and book. 

All this would have been exceedingly awk- 
ward in view of the fact that President Lou- 
bet did not go near the vatican and took no 
notice whatsoever of the pope, who it is true 
had previously intimated on being sounded 
about the matter that he would be unable to 
receive him. Fortunately, the fears of the 
chapter of the Lateran were not realized, and 
the president left the Eternal city without 
paying them a visit. 

Emperor William's sailor son, Prince Adel- 
bert, now serving on board the flagship of the 
admiral commanding Germany’s naval forces 
in the China seas, was due yesterday at Pekin, 
where all arrangements have been made by 
the German envoy, Baron Mumm, for the re- 
ception of the young prince by both the em- 
peror of China and the dowager empress. 
So far the only scions of European royalty 
who have visited the dowager empress and 
the emperor at Pekin have been Germans, 
which naturally contributes to increase the 
prestige of their country in China. True, a 
number of other Huropean royalties have 
been in China. But for one reason or another 
none of them has ever taken the trouble to 
meet in friendly intercourse the sovereigns 
of the courtry. 


Don Carlos has felt himself called upon to 
protest as “senior deseendant of St. Louis 
anda of Louis XIV.,’’ as the “ eldest son of the 
church,” as chief of the house of Bourbon, 
and as the principal heir to the throne of 
France, against the action of the French gov- 
ernment in removing all crucifixes from the 
walls of the law courts and tribunals. He 
bitterly @enounces the French government, 
which excludes him from its soil as a pre- 
tender, but quite destroys the effect of his 
manifesto from a French point of view by 
declaring at its close that the matter has. 
profoundly afflicted him, both as “‘a Chris- 
tian and as a Spaniard.’

Milwaukee, Wis., May 5.—[(Speciad.]—Otis 
Skinner gave the American stage a unique 
character in his 4nterpretation of the happy- 
go-lucky gypsy hero of “ The Harvester,” 
Charlies M. Skinner’s adaptation of Jean 
Richepin's ‘“‘Le Chemineau,” which was 
given its first presentation in this country at 
the Davidson theater tonight. The play is 
aptly characterized as a dramatic idyl. It 
is as unusual andas poetic in its plot and con- 
ception, its atmosphere and character por- 
trayal, as it is the drawing of the principal 
part. Strong and unusual from start to fin- 
ish, it must appeal to lovers of the artistic, 
but the qualities which contribute to its right 
to high recognition will make its popular suc- 
cess a question which time must determine. 

The adapter followed the structure of the 
French original with fidelity, merely chang- 
ing the locale from a smel? interior town in 
France to the valley of the St. Lawrence in 
Canada. The time of the action, the early 
50s, admits of picturesqueness in the cos- 
tumes of the simple God fearing peasants 
who carry the romantic love story through 
many moving scenes to the unexpected and 
effective dénouement. 

In brief, “ The Harvester” is a prose poém 
of love set ina i-American village, and 
refiecting the beauty of nature in the opu- 
lent harvest time and a story of the simple 
sweetness of those humble types which Mil- 
let glorified in ‘‘ The Angelus.”’ 

“Le Chemineau” has been adapted into 
English before, but never seen in America. 
Beerbohm Tree did it in London under the 
title of “ Ragged Robin.” 

The premier production was given an ap- 
preciative and even enthusiastic welcome by 
a large and brilliant audience, which in- 
sisted on repeated curtain calls after each 
of the five acts, including the last, in spite 
of the fact that the delays of a first night 
performance of ‘a play in which the staging 
is exceptionally heavy made it past mid- 
night when the curtain fell on the final act. 

Mr. Skinner assumes the title part of a 
restless, lovable vagabond, with a merry 
gong on his lips and the call of the road 
end the fields in his blood. He loves 
Toynette, and she loves him with that pas- 
sionate devotion which leaves her to face 
the despair of those who love not wisely 
when her gypsy lover, forgetful of her, 
leaves and starts on his rovings once more. 

Francois, the farm foreman, marries 
Toynette, and believes the son who is born 
to her to be his own. Tony, the son, nine- 
teen years later, falls in love with Aline, 
the daughter of Pierre, who refuses to allow 
the marriage, and conspires to ruin Francois

St. Louis, Mo., May 5.—([Special.]—The 


dedicatory reception at the German building 
was the feature at the world’s fair today. 
The exercises were in the hall of oak, on the 
‘second floor. In this room, which is paneled 
in oak and contains the bronze statues of for- 
ther emperors and reigning princes of Ger- 
‘many, Dr. Theodor Lewalkd, the German 
commissioner to the fair, received the guests. 

The reception was attended by Prince Ho- 
henlohe, the Princess Elizabeth Hoheniohe, 
his sister; Prince Ratibor, cousin of Prince 
Hohenlohe;: the Princess Ratibor, sister of 
Prince Ratibor; and Prince Victor Ratibor, 
the latter’s nephew. Prince Hoheniohe is 
the eldest son of the late Prince Hohenionhe, 
chancellor of the German empire. After a 
visit here Prince and Princess Hohenlohe 
will go to Cincinnati. 


E. H. Harriman, president of the New York 
commission to the world’s fair, has had an 
experience absolutely unique. He was put 
out of the New York building by a watch- 
man. Harriman was giving a dinner party 
to distinguished railroad men and world’s 
fair officials in the dining room of the New 
York building. At 7 o'clock the party was 
waiting the announcement of the dinner and 
Harriman strolled downstairs to look at the 
building. He was met by a watchman.

Bees The law requires the seller of milk 
from the can to stir it thoroughly from top 
to bottom so as evenly to distribute the 
cream before dipping for the customer. 
Each time this is done the filthy city dust 
is introduced into the can. Milk is the fluid 
tissue. of the animal from which it comes. 
It is fluid meat and even more care should 
be taken in handling it than is taken with 
fresh meat, because it is eaten without be- 
ing cooked, and infection multiplies in it. 
Give a piece of steak the same treatment ag 
is given to the bulk milk and you will have 
a faint conception of its power to cause 
death. The meat is taken from the dirty 
stable of a farmer on a July night, kept over 
night, and sent a hundred miles without re- 
frigeration to the city dealer. 


Here it is kept often without ice and dis- 
tributed to the customer to be fed to the 
children raw during the next twenty-four 
hours. The odor from such meat would 
drive the family from the house. It is no 
wonder that nearly half of the babies fed 
on bulk milk die the first summer. But bulk 
milk pays. The customer cannot see the 
amount of cream and enough can be taken 
from a can of milk to pay the farmer. A 
little coloring makes it look rich and it is 
all. profit. There is money in bulk milk. 
Money for the dealer, for the doctor, the 
druggist, and the undertaker. 

Every housewife should guard the milk

GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. | 


“ The Minneapolis flour output last week 
increased 53,500 bris,”’ says the Northwest- 
ern Miller. “The quantity turned out 
(week of April 30) was 180.630 bris, against 
$11,480 bris in 1903, and 292,920 bris in 1902. 
This week it will probably not be much over 
one-half that quantity—possibly 100,000 bris. 
For the same week a year ago the output 
was 308,180 bris. With the flour market 
extremely dull, there is little incentive to 
run, and the current week the mills will 
probably not get in much over one-quarter 
time. While the flour market is generally 


than was previousiy the case. Most of the 
sales were made Friday and Saturday, the 
4c advance in wheat seeming to stir up do- 
mestic buyers to take a little flour. A good 
indication to some millers was the inquiry 
for prices of flour by large men in the trade, 
while heretofore they have shown stolid in- 
difference. Hlowever, the easier wheat mar- 
ket in the last two days seems to have dis- 
couraged them and the market is about as 
unfavorable as ever. Nevertheless, with the 
heavy curtailment in production and. the 
consumption going steadily on,.a healthier 
condition certainly ought to be attained 
before many more weeks elapse. Minne- 
apolis millers are. seemingly as far away 
from doing an export business as heretofore. 
Foreigners appear bearish in their views, 
and with large stocks in the united kingdom, 
they hardly deign to make bids. To work 
a 5,000 lot of patent is now exceptional.” 


The text of the Jones crop summary, on 
which much of yesterday's buying was 
based, follows: “I want you to be pre- 
pared for a sensation to winter wheat. I 
mean by this that the crop is in that con- 
dition that by” June 16 it can go to pieces 
if the weather is not right up to that time, 
The sensation will come from Indiana, Ohio, 
and Michigan anyway. State figures will 
not be low enough, because farmers report 
40 per cent of condition when, in many 
instances, it should be 10 to 20. Bight 
states east of the Rockies will produce 60,- 
000,000 bu less wheat than last year. Mis- 
souri alone will produce a little better than 
last year. Maryland and the Virginias look- 
ing well and have the most normal growth 
in country except in parts of Kansas. Ken- 
tucky is spotted, At the best the country 
will raise 20,000,000 bu less than last year, 
and may run off 60,000,000 bu from last 
year if the weather is unfavorable. Little 
growth to wheat for the season.

On the ciher hand, the coun- 
try may realize early the moderate pros- 
pects, and September may not go much 
under 80.

Under date of April 29 J. W. Arnot writes 
S. P. Arnot from May, Okla.: ‘* The drought 
has at last been broken by a heavy rain last 
night, which wet the ground five inches on 
the sod, and it will go down at least eight 
inches by the time it gets thoroughly soaked 
in.

A letter from 
Watseka said: “‘ Dealers say no grain is 
moving. The favorable conditions have 
taken farmers into the fields. There will be

DEAL IN JACKSON TROST. 


EDWARD DECKER SECURES LARGE 
BLOCK OF STOCK. 


Purchaser Owns a Number of Small 
State Banks in Northeastern Wis- 
consin, Where He Has Been Identi- 
fied with Important Interests—W.H. 
Ragan Will Remain President of the 
Chicago Institction—Foreign Ex- 
change Situation. 


' Edward Decker of Casco, Wis., has pur- 
chased a large block of the stock of the Jack- 
son Trust and Savings bank at 53 Jackson 
boulevard. The Jackson has a capital stock 
of $250,000 and $50,000 surplus. On March 
22 its deposits were $384,718. The stock has 
been selling between 121 and 124. That is 
about its value. 

It is understood W. H. Eagan will be con- 
tinued as president of the bank, though Mr. 
Decker’s holdings entitle him to a voice in 
the management, and he will probably be 
represented in the bank by David Decker. | 

Mr. Decker and his son control eight or 
nine state banks in Wisconsin, with a total 
capital of approximately $185,000, and over 
$2,000,000 in deposits. Edward Decker has 
for forty years been identified with real es- 
tate and railroad interests in northeastern 
Wisconsin, as well as controlling the num- 
ber of banks mentioned. David Decker has 
for a number of years been specially identi- 
fied with the banking business. The en- 
trance of the Deckers into the Jackson Trust 
management should materially add to its 
prestige. 

The Jackson Trust was organized las 
year, the stock being subscribed by a num- 
ber of State street merchants, It hascatered 
especially to small depositors. The new in- 
terests made a considerable canvass of the 
local field before selecting the Jackson Trust 
for their investment. 


Foreign Exchange Situation. 


In discussing the foreign exchange: and 
gold export situation Lewis Schuetz, assist- 
ant manager of the foreign department of 
the Commercial National, said yesterday: 

“Various assertions have been circulat- 
ing recently about the possibility of gold ex- 
ports being made with profit when ‘ on de- 
mand London’ was selling at such low rates 
as 486.85 to 487; also with regard to the 
channel through which the oft mentioned 
Panama canal payment would be effected. 

“It is a well known fact that previous 
to the decision that gold would be remitted 
direct from the United States treasury for 
this payment New York banks were accu- 
mulating large amounts of exchange, hop- 
ing that they would be called upon to assist 
the treasury to make this payment abroad. 
After it was decided that the payment would 
be made by remittance of gold to be taken 
from the treasury the associated banks in 
New York placed the greater part of their 
accumulated exchange on the market, thus 
causing a heavy decline from the gold export 
point. 

* Through special arrangements which Mr. 
J. P. Morgan might have made with the 
Banque de France for the payment of the 
$40,000,000 it was possible for him to remit 
drafts on London instead of gold to Paris; 
this he could easily do by buying Up a large 
block of the exchange offered by the New 
York banks. ‘This accounts for *‘ check Lon- 
don ’ falling in Paris to 25.11 and even to 23.10 
on April 28. 

‘**On account of the concessions which the 
Banque de France is supposed to have grant- 
ed to Messrs. J. P. Morgan & Co.—namely: 
to pay the charges for the transmission of 
the gold—it Was posstble for that firm to ex- 
port gold and sell against their demand draft 
on London even at 486.00 without incurring 
any loss. On account of this manipulation 
the Banque de France has in fact secured 
$80,000,000 gold at a time when the situation 
in Europe would not enable it to secure it 
under prevailing conditions. 

“I'think that the firm of J. P. Morgan & 
Co. has made arrangements with different 
international banks in New York to remit 
this gold, thus preventing an extraordinary 
amount of their own drafts appearing on the 
market. 

“I believe that this is the most plausible 
solution of the question as to how gold can 
at present be shipped without loss to the 
exporters, when ‘ demand London’ is selling 
at 486.90," 


French Buy British* Consols. 


The treaties recently entered into between 
Gréat Britain and France have led to pur- 
chases of British consols by French in- 
vestors. Anapplication was made by French 
investors for no less than four times the 
amount of the recent 3 per cent London 
county council loan issue at 90 out of a total 
application thirty times as great as the 
$25,000,000 offered. 


Bank President 84 Years Old. 

The Boston, Five Cent Savings bank has 
just celebrated its fiftieth anniversary. Be- 
ginning business May 1, 1854, its deposits 
have gradually increased until they are now 
$31,042,495. The bank has 185,551 open ac- 
counts. 

In 1874 Alonzo H. Evans. was elected presi- 
dent of the bank, and still serves in that ca- 
pacity. Although he celebrated his 80th 
birthday Feb. 24, 1900, Mr. Evans is in daily 
attendance at the bank and active in the 
direction of its affairs. 

In Chicago the Lllinois Trust and Savings 
bank, with 130,000 open accounts, has the 
largest number of depositors of any institu- 


‘tion in the city.

Pig Iron Market. 


Rogers, Brown & Co. say: 

** Market conditions as to pig iron are not 
as satisfactory as they might be, owing to 
a light demand and jthe consequent shading 
of prices here and there when anything like 
desirable business is offered. Southern iron 
has been selling to some extent on the basis 
of $9.75 Birmingham for No. 2, a concession 
of 25c per ton from former prices. Northern 
iron is pretty well maintained at $14.00 Chi- 
cago for No. 2. Malleable is in light de- 
mand, but with’ an occasional sale at full 
prices. If the demand for iron at this time 
were equal to the tonnage in demand thirty 
days ago a sharp upward turn in prices would 
be inevitable. Ore on furnace yards is get- 
ting exceedingly low, and no move has been 
made as yet to commence bringing down the 
season’s supply. 

“The disagreement among vesselmen is 
likely to continue, and may, if not adjusted 
in the near future, cause a shortage of ore 
that will in turn create a scarcity of iron and 
an advance in prices. Such an acute condi- 
tion has not arrived as yet, but there are 
those who are looking forward to such a 
contingency, and the furnace man with a lit- 
tle pile of iron on his yard is congratulating 
himself that he is in an independent position, 
with a strong possibility of realizing a stiff 
advance on his holdings.” 


Colorado Springs Mining Notes, 


The output of the Cripple Creek district for 
April has surpassed all previous months of 
the year, with a record of 58,800 tons, valued 
at $1,851,400.
